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CREDENTIALS; Space for the working press, radio, TV and 
scouts will be allocated by the Sports Information Office. All requests 
for working credentials should be directed to this office in writing at 
least two weeks prior to the game. The Florida State press box is 
located on the west side of Doak Campbell Stadium with elevator 
service from the ground to all three of its levels. All media represen- 
tatives and scouts should enter through the Press Gate north of the 
elevator, 

POLICIES: Working press will be admitted to the press deck, 
second level, where approximately 90 seats are available. Creden- 
tials will be issued according to the following criteria: a) local 
newspapers, Wire services, national publications, newspapers from 
opponent's area, and pers from FSU and opponent's 
school; b) other daily pers with preference to those which 
regularly cover FSU; e) radio and television personnel not actually 
broadcasting, but considered reporting (seats will be provided in 
the stands); d) scouts, 

RADIO-TY: The first level of the press box is design 
by radio and television broadcasting crews, home 
coaches and stadium operations. h booth is fully e 
sound-proof, 

PHOTOGRAPHERS: Only accredited photographers will be is: 
sued credentials. The photo deck, or roof, of the press box offers 
unobstructed view for TV, movie and still camer: k room space 
‘ailable in the stadium. Photographers will be allowed on 
nes only after checking in at the press box and obtaining a 
special field photo 

SERVICES: Play-by-play, halftime and complete statistics will be 
provided, When possible post game comments from the coaches and 
players will be available. Refreshments are available on all decks. 

TELECOPIERS: An independent telecopier service will be 
available for each game for a nominal fee. Please contact the Sports 
Information Office in advance. If you plan to use your own tele- 
copier and phone, please have them placed in the telecopier area of 
the press deck. 

TELEPHONE: Telephone service should be secured directly 
through Centel Telephone Company of Florida in Tallaha: 
(904/222-2236). Have them contact the Sports Information Office for 
location.

“Yes,” Bowden, “on paper, this could be the best team we've 
had, But, for us to improve on the record we'll have to do two things. 

“Our defense will have to play more co! ently. We shut out 
seven teams in the second half last ye 

“And, we'll have to add running punch to make our acknowledged 
good passing game go. That may be why we went six games last year 
before we scored in the first quarter. Our running backs lacked and 
we were getting all those crazy coverages for our ng we had to 
solve.” 

This Seminole team has already established its goals for 1979. 
Nobody knows what those goals are, but everyone has some pretty 
good guesses. 

One would certainly be to improve on last year’s 8-3 record, And, in 
turn that should bring the bow! bid that somehow eluded last year’ 
squad plus the recognition that would come from the team and indi- 
viduals with that sort of record, 

The Seminoles have already made their mark in the south among 
independents. La: zason five Seminoles were named first team 
All-South Independent and two more earned second team recogni- 
tion, No other independent could come close to those figures. In fact, 
of the other 14 independents, no other school had more than three 
individuals place with the first unit. 

Among those seven honorees, five—noseguard Ron Simmons

Gil Wesley at center, three-year starter Mike Good and two-year 
veteran Greg Futch at the guards and two-year starter Ken Lanier at 
tackle, At the conclusion of spring practice, junior Tom Brannon had 
nailed down the vacated tackle slot. However, he was being pushed 
by sophomore Barry Voltapetti and junior Mike Coleman. Each posi- 
tion has several young players competing for the back-up role. We

shot put. A major question mark for the coaches is how well several of 
the offensive linemen will recover from knee surgery. In the last 
year, Futch, Adams, Bob Merson (tackle) and Willie Andrusko 
(center) have had surgery. 

TAILBACK—One of the question ma s when talking about 
offense, Coaches went into spring practice hoping someone would 
come to the front, but injuries prevented last year’s starters, Homes 
Johnson and Greg Ram: from getting much work. What the 
s consistency. Johnson, as a sophomore 
last fall, was the team’s leading rusher with 817 yards in 183 carrie 
4.5 average per tote. A shoulder separation prevented Homes from 
participating in most of the spring workouts and Ramsey was 
bothered by a knee injury.

that any other club in the country can produce a pair of quarterbacks 
who are effective as this duo that hails from Tallahassee Leon High 
School and have shared starting duty for the last two seasons. They 
already rank among the Top 10 in most Seminole passing statistics. 
They have both passed for better than 1,000 yards in each of the last 
two seasons. Last fall Jordan completed 108 of 199 pa for 1,427 
yards and 14 TDs. Woodham, meanwhile was completing 98 of 169 
for 1,322 yards and nine touchdowns. Jordan's career totals show 211 
completions in 415 attempts for an even 3,000 yards and 26 scores, 
Woodham isn’t far behind with 193 of 324 for 2,610 yards and 17 TL 
Now, sophomore Rick Stockstill has come into the picture. Rick isn’t 
the passer that the other two are, but he’s a much better runner. 
While quarterbacking the Gold team during the second half of the 
spring game he picked up 84 yards in 11 attempts. With Stockstill as 
the quarterback it adds another dimension to the Seminole attack. 
Now, the question—who will be the starter? In mid-summer Bowden 
indicated Woodham would be his starting signal caller on September 
8 vs, Southern Mississippi. 


DEFENSE 


ENDS—There are extremes here. One side has plenty of ex- 
perience with four-year starter Scott Warren and his backup of the 
last two seasons, Edenbur Richardson. But, over on the other side, 
four year starter and All-American Willie Jones has moved on to the 
Oakland Raiders and the coaches are looking for a replacement. 
Warren has been a Seminole starter since the third game of his 
freshman year at Oklahoma. He is one of the most intelligent players 
on the club and rarely makes a mental mistake. Richardson has been 
more than a capable backup and together the two make this end 
position just as stable as the quarterback slot. At the other terminal, 
the coaches have moved tackle Arthur Scott out in hopes that he ean 

ace Jones. Scott had a good spring but still has a lot to learn about 
sition, Pushing Scott for the starting berth will be sophomore 
Scott McLean, one of eight freshmen who lettered last n. Me- 
Lean picked up most of his playing time with the specialty teams, 
however. 

TACKLES—If there is a position on the team that can afford to 
have an injury it’s here. Three players who ting duty 
year return and now the coaches have moved noseguard James Gil- 
bert over because they feel “he needs to pI omewhere and 
wouldn't have a chance to start at nose behind Simmons.”

Seminole fans look forward to 1979, It should be an especially 
pleasing campaign for Bowden, a Birmingham, Ala., native, because 
unless the Garnet and Gold suffers a complete collapse Bowden will 
notch his 100th coaching victory at the major college level. 

Bowden begins 1979 just four wins shy of the 100 victory plateau. 
His overall report card is 96- id includes marks of 31-6 at Samford 
and 42-26 at West Virginia before joining the Seminole camp. 

Bowden began at Florida State with a 5-6 record. But, since that 
ce everything heen on the upward trend, And, despite the 
disappointment of not receiving a bow! berth or finishing in the 
prestigious Top 20 Seminole fans remain excited, 


That is because of the pass happy offense Bowden has installed 
since taking over. Last year the Seminoles displayed the 11th best 
offense (411.1 yards per game) in the country and the third best 
passing attack (249.9), And, the team averaged 28.4 points a game. 
‘The point average included 38 point efforts in three of the final four 
games.

“T don’t believe in playing without a scoreboard,” says Bowden. “I 
don’t feel the any accomplishment with a tie. I think if one of my 
teams was playing Notre Dame for the national title and I had the 
choice of winning or losing or going for the tie, 1 would go for the 
win,

ational championship was not a term mentioned with a great deal 
of frequency at Florida State until the last two years. Bowden ex- 
plains it cautiously, 

“A national championship is the ultimate in coaching, but 1 must 
he realistic,” says Bowden, “Every year we set new goals with our 
team. In 1977 our first objective was landing a spot in the Top 20. 
Then we wanted a bow! bid.” 

“Last year we fell short of our goal—gaining a spot in the final Top 
10 and going to our second consecutive bow! game. But, that may not 
have been all that bad. Our players know that to achieve those goals 
they must do more than step on the field. They realize Florida State 
needs a consistent winning ‘ord to be a legitimate contender each 
year for national honor

School in Birmingham, A ind was a Little All-American quarter- 
back at Samford University. He holds a bachelor's degree from Sam- 
ford and master's from Peabody College. He married his childhood

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WHAT DO YOU THINK, COACH? 


ED's NOTE: Mike Fish, a staff writer for the FORT LAUDERDALE SUN 
SENTINEL, conducted a question and answer session last spring with FSU 
head football coach Bobby Bowden, Because Fish’s story is so pertinent to the 
present situation in Tallahassee we reprint the questions and answers. 


Q. What about the coaching changes at Miami and Florida? 


A. We're gonna do what we think is right, no matter what they do. 
The only thing is, everytime you get a new coach you get new 
enthusiasm. It’s renewed enthusiasm. All of a sudden we're the old 
guy and now they're after us. 


Q. There was talk that the Florida people wanted a coach with a 
personality and style similar to yours. What about the new coaches? 


A. They got the guy. I have the utmost respect for Charley. I've 
seen him coach, I've seen his teams and I've seen him play. I've 
known him for years, That's more than he knows me. I'm older than 
him and we used to watch him play. So I know the kinda competitor 
he is, And Howard Schnellenberger’s definitely blue chip. 


Q. Does that make your job more competitive? 


A. It'll make it tougher, but better for the state. Why should this 
state be a one-team football state? It's too big. Why should Alabama 
and Georgia have two powers? You're looking at nine million people 
here. So I hope Florida and Miami have great years, What if they 
have lousy years and we beat them? So what? But if they have a great 
year—oh, we won the SEC—and we go out and beat them! That's 
something different. 


Q. What about recruiting and the banquet circuit? Do you find 
yourself trying to keep pace with the newcomers? 
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A. The new guy's done nothing wrong. I’ve been here long 
enough that people are getting my mistakes. Bobby didn’t do this. 
Bobby forgot to call so-and-so. Bobby didn't speak to so-and-so, I 
can't try and keep up with the Jon s’. When I first came in here I tried 
the same thing. You just can’t keep it up, the state's too big! So you 
ve to get in there the first year and hustle your fanny off, 
ied down more speaking engagements this year than I ever 
have. But [ have to cause the one thing people won't put up with is us 
losing. I can speak to everyone in the state and be “Mr. Nice Guy, 
but it’s not gonna pay off if we lose ball games. 


Q. What about your career plans? Have you been tempted by any 


of the offers to leave FSU?

SYRACUSE, N.Y., (Sept. 9)—Sophomore runningback Homes 
Johnson gained 135 yards in his first collegiate start as Florida State 
rolled past Syracuse, 28-0, before a near-capacity crowd in ancient 
Archbold Stadium. 

Johnson, who was not told he would start until five minutes before 
kickoff, helped the Seminoles to 304 ground yards, That opened the 
way for quarterbacks Jimmy Jordan and Wally Woodham to throw 
where they combined to pick up 283 more yards, Florida State's total 
offense for the day was an amazing 587, an average gain of 7,24 yards 
per play. 

‘The Seminoles never gained complete control of the game until the 
fourth quarter, They led 7-0 at intermission after Jordan had bulled 
his way to the end zone from a yard away and Davy Cappelen booted 
the PAT. 

It remained at 7-0 until the Seminoles went on a 98-yard touch- 
down march in the fourth quarter that ended with Jordan passing four 
yards to tight end Grady King for the score. That was only the second 
completion of the long drive, the other being a 37-yard hookup 
between Jordan and Kurt Unglaub, That pass originated on the 
Seminole three in a third-and-nine situation. 

Later in the quarter, Woodham would throw a 15-yard scoring 
strike to Jackie Flowers and Gator Cherry would score on a nine-yard 
run, After each six points, Cappelen kicked the PAT. 

Jordan gave the shirt-sleeved crowd a dazzling passing display. 
The junior red head completed 16 of 25 for 209 yards while playing 
slightly more than three quarters. Woodham came on to complete 
four of seven for 74 more yards. Flowers was the chief receiver with 
five catches for 94 yards, but King, Unglaub and Johnson, who was 
named to the United Press International Backfield of the Week and 
Nad Associated Press Southeastern Back of the Week, each caught 
three.

FLORIDA STATE 38, OKLAHOMA STATE 20 
TALLAHASSEE, Fla., (Sept. 16)—Quarterback Jimmy Jordan 
threw for thre uchdowns as the Seminoles opened their home 
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season before 40,338 and downed Oklahoma State, 38-20, 

The Seminoles trailed 6-0 after the first 15 minutes but warmed up 
in the nd quarter and had a 17-6 lead intermission, Davy 
Cappel 32-yard field goal narrowed Florida State's deficit to 6-3 
midway through the second quarter, 

It looked like the scoreboard was going to stay at 6-3 for halftime, 
but a series of great defensive efforts over the final 1:40 ignited the 
Garnet and Gold. An Oklahoma State fumble that was recovered by 
defensive back Mike Kincaid set up the first Seminole TD—a 35-yard 
pass involving Jordan and tailback Homes Johnson. Cappelen’s kick 
made it 10-6, 

The Seminole defense then caused another turnover. On the first 
play of the following series, an Oklahoma State runningback again 
fumbled and this time defensive end Willie Jones made the recovery. 

Again, it took only one play for Jordan to put FSU on the score- 
board. This time he hooked up on a 32-yard pass with Kurt Unglaub, a 
fellow graduate of Leon High School, In a mere 19 seconds, the 
Seminoles had gone from a 6-3 deficit to 17-6 lead. 

Florida State added 21 more points in the second half with Johnson 
scoring his second (eight yard run) and third (two yard pass from 
Jordan) touchdowns of the game and fullback Mark Lyles plunging 
over from the one. 

Johnson was the Seminoles’ leading ground gainer for the second 
consecutive game, picking up 78 yards in 20 carries, Jordan com- 
pleted 17 of 28 passes for 231 yards with Jackie Flowers catching five 
for 75 and Johnson four for 57.

MIAMI, Fla., (Sept. 23)—Although the final score might indicate 
otherwise to some, the defense was instrumental in molding Florida 
State’s third vietory of the season, 31-21, over Miami. 

An ABC-TV regional audience watched the Seminole defenders 
force five Miami turnovers, There were three interceptions, two 
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fumble recoveries anda blocked punt. 

Noseguard Ron Simmons, who was named the ABC-TV Chevrolet 
Defensive Player of the Game, was responsible for the blocked punt. 
It came early in the second quarter with FSU trailing 7-0. Tackle 
Mark Macek scooped up the loose ball and rumbled 42 yards for the 
touchdown, Davy Cappelen’s PAT knotted the count. 

FSU fell behind again midway through the second quarter but 
bounced back to deadlock the count at halftime on a fouryard TD 
pass from Jimmy Jordan to Jackie Flowers with Cappelen again 
booting the conversion, 

The Seminoles went ahead in the third quarter with sub QB Wally

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SEMINOLE FOOTBALL: 
A POINT OF PRIDE

Big Frustration—and Big Ful- 
fillment! That’s the capsule of 
Florida State’s 1978 football sea- 
son, 

The Seminoles, in their third 
year under Coach Bobby Bow- 
den, won their first three and 
their last four, But in between, 
wrestling with a run of binding 
injuries, they won one of four— 
and it barely, on a 4th-and-22, 
last-play touchdown pass from 
Jimmy Jordan to Sam Platt that 
overcame Cincinnati 26-21. 

A final 8-3 record was just 
about what many had predicted, 
if hardly what many had hoped 
for. But the manner in which 8-3 
was cut out was altogether 
unpredictable. 

Neither could anyone forecast 
the pi son bowls looking 
the other way, after Florida State 
closed with such a flourish, 
whipping its last four foes with 
relative ease. 

The number 38 came to have a 
special significance for the 
Seminoles in "78. They scored 
precisely that number of points 
in four games, including three of 
the last four (Southern Mis 
sippi 38-16, Navy 38-6, Florida 
38-21). Earlier they had kayoed 
Oklahoma State 38-20. 

Tt was a season most notable, 
perhaps, for a second straight 
victory over Florida—no Florida 
State team had beaten the Gators 
twice running in the past. 

Twice chosen by ABC for re- 
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Seminoles were viewed,.on the 
nd at home, in record 
Home attendance av- 


eraged a record 42,327 following 
a dramatic 6,000-seat expansion 
of Campbell Stadium, wrought 
by the quick hammering and 
red-tape cutting of Seminole 
Boosters, 

Florida State's prolific offense 


was the 11th best, statistically, in 
the nation with a 4111 yardage 
average.

Football got started at Florida 
State on a point of pride. 


It was just after World War II. 
Many would-have-been students 
had gone to war as 18-year-olds. 


Colleges were swamped by re- 
turning veterans. There was no 
room for them all. 

One of the multiple devel- 
opments that came about was the 
evolution of Florida State into a 
co-educational _institution—and 
the quick birth of modern foot- 
ball at the school. 

In one form or another, how- 
ever, Florida State had been 
around fo long time, since 
1857 when it was first the Semi- 
nary West of the Suwannee. By 
1861 it was Florida State Col- 
lege. In the year 1901 Florida 
State played its first football, and 
the schedule included winning 
games against a school that 
would become the University of 
Florida, 

The scores and records of 
those early days are clouded, but 
Florida State continued with 
football through 1905. The pas- 
sage of something called the 
Buckman Bill in 1905 meant 
wholesale change in Florida 
higher education. Florida State 
College became Florida Female 


College, and retained that name 
until 1909 when it was rechris- 
tened Florida State College for 
Women. 

After World War II the school

Moving toward the bigtime, 
Florida State started playing 
tougher opposition.

His overall FSU coaching record 
was 31-12-1, and it remains 
unmatched. 


Along came Tom Nugent as 
the next coach, An imaginative 
man, a showman, Nugent 
brought with him a capacity for 
creating excitement. He | 
brought with him the “I” 
tion that many years later was to 
become so popular all over the 
country, 

Nugent's 6-year record was 
34-28-1 at Florida State. In his 
second year the Seminoles went 
8-3 and earned an invitation to 
play in the Sun Bowl.

name of Buddy Reynolds. A bet- 
ter than average runner, 
Reynolds got hurt in an auto ac- 
cident soon after.

Nugent r, 1958, was a 
memorable one. The record was 
7-4, but it included a thundering 
10-0 upset of Tennessee in 
Knoxville — one of the two or 
three biggest victories in Florida 
Si history. [t also was the first 
year that Florida State played 
Florida. 
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Maryland lured Nugent away, 
and the Seminoles hired Perry 
Moss, a Tulsa-reared former 
quarterback who had served as 
an assistant at several schools. 


‘The 4-6 season of 1959 was a 
depressing one. The word 
leaked prior to the Homecoming 
‘ainst William & Mary

The Seminoles’ passing game 
that day was peerless, For the 
remainder of the season it was 
much — in Peterson's 
“like stealing.” The regular sea- 
son ended 8-1-1, the lone loss 
Virginia Tech, the tie with Hous- 
ton on a day when Biletnikoff 
was hurt. The Seminoles took 
first-ever victory over 
Florida 16-7, with Biletnikoff

Florida State capped that big 
year by taking Oklahoma apart 
in the Gator Bowl 30-17 as 
Biletnikoff caught four touch- 
(Still catching ‘em 
with the pro Oakland Raiders, 
Biletnikoff was acclaimed the 
game's most valuable player 
after the 1977 Super Bowl.) 


Another rather unbelievable 
season came in "67. Following a 


crushing 33-13 opening loss at 
Houston, the Seminoles tied 
Alabama 37-37 in Birmingham — 


surely one of the great football 
games of all time.

going on out there!” 

With Sellers and Hammond

Disaster came in ‘73. The 
Seminoles won none, It was a 
combination of many things that 
wrought an all-losing seas 
cluding the graduati 
pro-type players.

TAMPA, Fila. (Jan. 2, 1950)—Red Parrish scored twi 
Strauss rushed for 132 yards to give underdog Florida 
win over Wolford in the Cigar Bowl football game. 

The victory was a come-from-behind effort by the Seminol 
the Terriers scored only moments into the contest to make the s 
6-0. That touchdown came when Wofford defenders blocked a Bo 
Manuel punt and recovered it in the end zone. The extra point 
attempt was no good. 

For the nce of the first quarter, Florida State mounted several 
drives that stalled around midfield while Wofford netted virtually 
nsively.

Dr. Bernard F. Sliger, Florida State 
University’s president since 1977, is one 
of the most ardent fans in Seminole sports 
history. 

Known as “Bernie” to nearly all of the 
student athletes, Dr. Sliger makes no 
cret of his sentiments about athletics « 
Florida State University. He says he wants 
a “spot in the Top Twenty” for every Seminole team, including 
those who compete in the arenas of academe. And there's no one on 
campus prouder than he is of the records set in honor of that 
tradition last year by more than one team in category. 

In the men’s intercollegiate seasons last year, the football, basket- 
ball and baseball teams were definitely “up there” and track, cross 
country, golf and swimming teams won Metro Conference Cham- 
pionships. The Lady Seminoles proved to be state champions in 
basketball, volleyball, tennis and softball; won the regio’ 
pionship in volleyball and tennis; and earned the 
championship in track. 

Although President Sliger now cl: s himself as “an energe!
